ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS, 

1.  Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  or- 
der of  any  Court,  Justice  or  Judge,  the  order  or  certificate,  ufi^Ite^sent 
or  a  copy  thereof,  by  which  such  person  is  sent,  shall  be  ^'"» p^^*^"'* 
lodged  with  the  Superintendent.     (For  form  of  said  certifi- 
cate, see  section  5,  page  16.) 

2.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly

clean,  and  be  tree  irom  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  made  cJean. 

3.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two 

new  shirts,  a  new  and  substantial  coat,  vest  and  pantaloons,  bi^sem^wuh 
of  strong  woolen  cloth,  two  pair  of  woolen  socks,  a  black '"^'^  p^''^"^ 
stock  or  cravat,  a  good  hat  or  cap,  and  a  pair  of  new  shoes 
or  boots,  together  with  a  comfortable  outside  garment. 

4.  Each  female  patient,  in  addition  to  the  same  quantity 
of  under  garments,  shoes  and  stockings,  shall  have  a  flannel 
petticoat,  two  good  dresses,  also  a  cloak  or  other  outside  be^senl^wuh 
garment.    In  case  the  patient  is  so  much  exerted  as  not  to(V™j'e  p^- 
admit  of  being  thus  clothed,  other  clothing  that  can  be  kept 

on,  that  is  comfortable,  and  in  sufficient  quantity,  with  a 
change  thereof,  may  be  substituted. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  extra  and  better  apparel  should 
be  sent  with  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  Avheii  they  become 
better,  and  when  they  attend  religious  worship,  walk  or  ride 
out,  their  self-respect  may  be  preserved. 

In  all  cases,  the  patients'  best  clothing  should  be  sent — it 
will  be  carefully  preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed 
necessary  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 

Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c., 
&c.,  should  be  left  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost.       Jewehy,  &e. 

5.  For  board,  including  washing,  mending,  and  attend- 
ance, of  all  who  ar;e  supported  at  public  charge,  the  counties  ^^^^^     . 
will  be  charged  i"*    dollars  per  week.     For  private  patients,  board. 
or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  the  price 
varies  from  five  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and 
expense  incurred. 

6.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  a  special  agreement  with

Those  who  bring  friends,  should  be  prepared  to  give  such 
a  bond,  and  if  strangers,  bring  evidence  of  their  responsi- 
bility. 

8.  When  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Alabama  Insane  Hospi- 
tal by  order  of  the  Judge,  or  by  request  of  any  relative  or 
friend,  the  parties  in  either  case  are  requested,  wilh  the  as- 
sistance of  the  attending  physician,  to  annex  full  and  pre- 
cise answers  to  as  many  of  the  following  questions  as  apply 
to  the  case,  and  forward  to  the  Superintendent  either  before 
or  Avhen  the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital: 

QUESTIONS. 

1.  What  is  the  patient's  age  ? 
Married  or  single  ? 

If  children,  how  many? 

2.  Where  was  the  patient  born? 
Where  is place  of  residence  ? 

2.  What  has  been  the  patient's  occupation  and  reputed 
pecuniary  circumstances  ? 

4.  When  were  the  first  symptoms  of  the  disease  mani- 
fested, and  in  what  v/ay? 

5.  la  this  the  first  attack  ?  if  not,  when  did  others  occur, 
and  what  was  their  duration  ? 

6.  Does  the  disease  appear  to  be  increasing,  decreasing, 
or  stationary  ? 

7.  Is  the  disease  variable,  and  are  there  rational  intervals? 
if  so,  do  they  occur  at  regular  periods? 

8.  Have  any  changes  occurred  in  the  condition  of  mind 
or  body  since  the  attack  ? 

9.  On  what  subjects,  or  in  what  way  is  derangement  noiv 
manifested  ?     Is  there  any  permanent  hallucination  ? 

10.  Has  the  patient  shown  any  disposition  to  injure  oth- 
ers ?  and  if  so,  was  it  from  sudden  passion  or  premeditaiion? 

11.  Has  suicide  ever  been  attempted  ?  if  so,  in  what 
way  ?     Is  the  propensity  iioiv  active  ? 

12.  Is  there  a  disposition  to  filthy  habits,  destruction  of 
clothing,  breaking  glass,  &c.? 

13.  What  relatives,  including  grandparents  and  cousins, 
have  been  insane  ? 

14.  Did  the  patient  manifest  any  peculiarities  of  temper, 
habits,  disposition,  or  pursuits,  before  the  accession  of  the 
disease  ? — any  predominant  passions,  religious  impres- 
sions, &c.? 


15.  Was  the  patient  ever  addicted  to  intemperance  in  the 
use  of  ardent  spirits,  opium,  tobacco,  in  any  form,  &c.? 

16.  Has  the  patient  been  subject  to  any  bodily  disease  ? 
to  epilepsy,  suppressed  eruptions,  discharges  or  sores,  or 
ever  had  any  injury  of  the  head  ? 

17.  Has  restraint  or  confinement  been  employed  ?  if  so, 
of  what  kind,  and  how  long  continued  ? 

18.  What  is  supposed  to  be  the  cause  of  the  disease  ? 

19.  What  treatment  has  been  pursued  for  the  relief  of 
the  patient  ?     Mention  particulars,  and  the  effects. 

Please  state  any  other  matter  supposed  to  have  a  bearing 
upon  the  case. 


AN  ACT     • 
To  establish  a  State  Hospital  for  Insane  persons  in  Alabama. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  Alabama  in  General  Assembly 
convened,  That  there  shall  be  established  in  Alabama  a  state 
hospital  for  the  care  and  proper  treatment  of  insane  persons  ; 
the  county  in  which  it  is  located  to  be  determined  by  Locmion, 
a  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, to  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  Senate  and 
speaker  of  the  House  respectively,  consisting  of  one  from 
each  judicial  circuit,  to  be  associated  with  the  governor,  and 
the  particular  site  to  be  selected  by  five  commissioners  to  be 
named  by  said  committee. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  institution 
shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  mef&c!''"'' 
style  of  "The  Alabama  Insane  Hospital,"  and  by  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued ;  may  contract  and  be  bound ;  have, 
possess  and  enjoy  monies  and  property,  and  have  perpetual 
succession  ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break 
or  alter  the  same  at  pkasure ;  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
set  forth,  shall  have  all  the  necessary  powers,  such  as  apper- 
tain to  corporate  bodies,  with  all  powers  properly  incident 
to  corporations  of  such  nature. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  the  property  of  said 
corporation  shall  consist  of  such  fund  or  funds  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  provided  by  the  State  for  the  establishing 
and  support  of  said  hospital,  and  of  such  other  monies,  cmponui.m. 
property,  and  assets,  as  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  institu- 
tion by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  and  the  profits 
thereof.  The  said  means  shall  be  employed  in  the  acquisi- 
tion of  a  proper  site  and  the  erection  of  the  proper  and 
necessary  buildings,  to  be  used  for  the  care,  the  mainten- 
ance, the  treatment,  and  cure  of  insane  persons. 


Sec,  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  affairs  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  transacted,  managed  and  governed  by  a 
board  of  three  trustees  until  it  shall  be  ready  to  receive  pa- 
tients, any  two  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act ;  and  af- 
terwards, and  when  the  necessary  out-buildings  shall  be 
erected  and  ready  for  use,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  be

tees, not  less  than  four  of  whom,  out  of  the  seven,  shall  be 
a  quorum  competent  to  transact  business,  a  majority  of 
which  quorum  may  decide  in  all  cases,  and  bind  the  said 
corporation  by  its  acts.

their  term  of  office  shall  run  from  the  time  of  approval  by 
the  Senate.

It  shall  contain  at  least  one 
half  section  of  land,  one  hundred  acres  of  which  shall  be 
susceptible  of  cultivation,  to  which  a  good  title  can  be  ob- 
tained. 2d.  It  shall  be  commodiously  situated,  so  as  to  be 
easily  accessible  by  means  of  the  principal  communications. 
3d.  It  shall  be  in  a  healthy  situation.  4lh.  There  shall  be 
upon  the  premises  a  supply  of  never  failing  water  of  good 
quality.  0th.  It  shall  be  so  situated  as  to  receive  supplies 
of  fuel,  either  of  wood  or  coal,  at  moderate  costs,  as  well 
as  of  provisions  and  supplies.  6th.  The  site  of  the  build- 
ings shall  be  susceptible  of  good  under-ground  drainage. 
7th.  It  shall  command  cheerful  views.  8th.  It  shall  open 
such  aspects  as  will  admit  the  sun's  rays  a  portion  of  the 
day  into  every  suit  of  the  building  apartments. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  board  of  trustees  hereby  created,  to  procure  the  ti-^j^j^^  ^^^^^ 
tie  to  the  land  for  the  site  of  the  hospital,  to  be  properly  ex-  Piopeny.

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  ejiacted,  That  the  said  trustees  shall, 
for  the  payment  of  said  land,  buildings  and  improvements, 
when  done  properly  and  according  to  contract,  draw  orders, 
directed  to  the  comptroller,  and  said  drafts  shall  be  audited 
and  allowed  by  said  comptroller  out  of  the  said  hospital 
fund,  and  paid  by  warrants  on  the  treasurer  ;  Frovided^ 
That  vv^hen  any  such  order  shall  be  drawn,  report  shall  be 
made  to  the  governor  by  the  trustees,  showing  for  what 
purpose  it  is  drawn,  and  he  shall  have  approved  and  coun- 
tersigned the  same  before  it  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  : 
Provided  further^  That  the  said  trustees  shall  deposite  cop- 
ies of  all  contracts  by  them  made,  concerning  said  build- 
ings, in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  so  soon  as  made, 
for  the  information  of  the  governor ;  and  all  proper  expen- 
ses and  dues  shall  be  paid  by  said  trustees  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  three  trus- 
tees shall  keep  records  of  all  their  acts  and  proceedings, 
and  shall  make  to  the  governor,  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  December,  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  all  their  acts 
and  proceedings,  until  the  said  buildings  and  improvements 
shall  be  completed,  which  fact  they  shall  report  when  it 
shall  occur  ;  they  shall  then  make  full  settlement  of  all  things 
appertaining  thereto,  whereupon  their  functions  shall  cease; 
and  the  entire  cost  of  the  said  land  and  improvements  shall 
not  exceed  in  the  whole,  until  otherwise  ordered,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the 
time  when  the  said  buildings  shall  be  completed,  the  said 
president  and  six  trustees  shall  control  and  manage  the  af- 
fairs of  the  institution  ;  they  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
regulations  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  put  the  hospital  in  use  for  the  support,  treat- 
ment and  cure  of  the  insane  ;  they  shall  appoint  a  secretary 
and  treasurer  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be 
necessary  ;  they  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  hos- 
pital, who  shall  have  in  charge  the  conducting  of  the  same. 
The  superintendent  shall  be  a  skillful  physician,  shall  bear 
an  unblemished  moral  character ;  he  shall  have  received  an 
enlightened  and  thorough  professional  education  ;  be  pos- 
sessed of  prompt  business  habits,  and  be  of  a  humane,  kind- 
ly disposition  ;  he  shall  be  a  married  man,  and  shall,  with 
his  family,  reside  constantly  in  the  institution.  The  said 
superintendent  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  not  less  than 
eight  years,  and  shall  not  be  removed,  except  for  incompe- 
tency, fully  shewn  and  declared,  or  for  the  neglect  and  infi- 
delity to  the  trust  reposed  in  him  ;  the  said  superintendent 
shall  appoint  all  such  assisting  physicians,  nurses,  servants 
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and  agents  as  by  the  rules  of  the  institution  shall  be  allowed 
and  wanted  ;  and  he  shall  have  full  control  over  them,  and 
mav  discharge  them  at  pleasure  ;  he  shall  direct  their  sever- 
al duties  and  see  to  the  performance  thereof;  and  he  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  board  for  the  proper  performance  of 
those  duties.  The  trustees  shall  determine  what  salaries 
and  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  and^^'^""- 
other  officers,  servants  and  agents  employed,  and  shall  have 
power  to  remove  any  of  them  ;  the  board  shall  hold  an  an-

nual  meetmg  and  also  monthly  meetmgs,  and  such  other  annual  and 
meetings  as  they  may  provide.  The  monthly  meetings  may  meetings, 
be  held  by  the  three  trustees  residing  near  the  hospital,  for 
all  ordinary  purposes,  to  act  under  the  authority  of  the  board, 
and  each,  in  rotation,  shall  serve  one  month  to  visit  the  hos- 
pital once  a  week,  and  the  monthly  board  shall  see  that  the 
establishment  is  at  all  times  supplied  with  provisions,  fuel, 
water,  clothing,  medicines,  implements  and  all  other  things 
necessary  for  the  health,  comfort,  cleanliness  and  security 
of  the  patients.  The  board,  at  their  annual  meetings,  shall 
rigiilly  examine  into  the  manner  in  which  the  hospital  is 
and  has  been  conducted,  and  shall  investigate  closely  the 
condition  of  every  department  of  it*  The  treasurer  shall 
receive  and  pay  out  of  the  moneys  of  the  corporation,  and 
shall  report  annually  to  the  secretary  of  state  all  sums  re- 
ceived and  paid  out  by  him. 

Sec.  12.  Be  it  jurlher  enacled,  That  insane  patients  shall  how  lecew. 
be  received  from  the  several  counties  of  this  State  in   the*"*'

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  persons  in  indigent 
circumstances  while  residing  in  the  hospital,  and  whether  J^^'iJl^'^*"!"*" 
in  their  own  right  or  by  reason  of  the  State  bearing  their 
expenses,  shall  be  chargeable  with  no  more  than  actual  cost 
for  clothing,  nursing,  board  and  medical  attendance.  Pa- 
tients whose  expenses  shall  be  payable  by  themselves  or 
their  friends,  and  who  are  not  chargeable  upon  the  counties,

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ORGANIZATION,   AND   MEETINGS   OF    THE  BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES. 

1.  The  President  shall  be  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  will 
be  appointed  to  hold  his  office  six  years. 

2.  The  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  shall  attend 
their  annual  meetings.

5.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  at  his 
discretion,  or  whenever  two  members  apply  to  him  for  such 
meeting;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  give 
notice  of  such  meetings  to  the  members,  by  mail  or  other- 
wise, at  such  time  previous  to  the  meeting  as  he,  and  the 
two  members  calling  for  the  meeting,  shall  at  the  time  direct.

and  certify  to  their  accuracy  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

7.  The  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  Secreta- 
ry, who  shall  attend  their  annual  and  other  meetings,  and 
keep  an  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings. 

8.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  from  any  meeting  of 
the  board,  the  members  present  shall  choose  a  President 
pro  tempore. 

9.  The  salaries  of  Superintendent  and  Treasurer,  shall 
be  determined  by  the  board  of  Trustees,  and  the  salaries  of 
the  other  resident  officers  by  the  resident  Trustees  and 
Superintendent. 

10.  The  resident  Trustees  may  supply,  temporarily,  the 
place  of  Superintendent  and  Treasurer,  in  case  of  death  or 
resignation. 
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CHAPTER  n. 

OFFICERS   OF   THE   HOSPITAL,   AND   TENCRE    OF   OFFICE. 

1.  The   Trustees   shall  ajipoint   a   Superintendent   and 
Treasurer,  both  of  whom,  together  with  the  assistant  phy- Resident  of- 
sician.

resign  their  office  without  giving  the  Trustees  at  least  three 
months  notice  ;  nor  the  other  officers  without  giving  the 
Superintendent  a  like  notice. 


CHAPTER  IH. 

DUTY   OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT. 

1.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  a  well  educated  physician, 
and  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Hospital.  He 
shall  appoint  ail  such  assistant  physicians,  nurses,  servants, 

and  agents,  as,  by  the  rules  of  the  Institution,  shall  be  al-  powers, 
lowed  and  wanted,  and  he  shall  have  full  control  over  them, 
and  may  discharge  them  at  pleasure ;  he  shall  direct  their 
several  duties,  and  see  to  the  performance  thereof,  and  he 
shall  be  responsible  to  the  board  for  the  proper  performance 
of  those  duties. 

2.  He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  build- 
ings, grounds  and  farm,  together  with  the  furniture,  fixtures 
and  stock.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  patients,  and  visit  Duties, 
them  or  learn  their  condition  daily,  or  as  much  oftener  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  shall  direct  such  medical,  moral  and 
physical  treatment,  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  their  relief. 

8.  He  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  of  the  name,  sex, 
age,  place  of  nativity  and  residence,  civil,  state  and  profes- 
sion, or  occupation  of  each  patient;  also,  as  far  as  can  be  p^..^^.^,  ^j. 
ascertained,  the  dates  and  history  of  each  patients'  disease,  i^se*. 
the  time  when  received  and  when  removed,  and  whether 
cured  or  improved  ;  whether  eloped  or  dead,  and,  if  dead, 
from  what  cause  :  together  with  any  other  facts  and  circum- 
stances in  each  case,  useful  or  usual  in  the  statistical  rec- 
ords of  such  an  Institution.

6.  He  shall  constantly  see  that  all  persons  thus  employed 
by  him,  perform  faithfully  the  duties  required  of  them ;  and 
to  this  end,  shall  give  such  instructions  as  are  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  carry  out  the  By-Laws  of  the  Institution. 

7.  At  each  visit  of  the  Trustees,  he  shall  exhibit  all  the 
quarterly  I'Gcords  of  the  Institution,  and  every  quarter,  he  shall  give  a 
Reports.      brief  written  statement  of  its  condition  ;    mentioning   the 

number  of  persons  received  and  discharged  during  the  three 
months  last  past,  with  sach  suggestions  and  remarks  as  he 
may  deem  uselul. 

8.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  board,  he  shall  present 
poT'^'  ^^'  ^  ^^bular  view  of  the  Institution  for  the  year,  with  full  and 

minute  details  from  the  records,  and  accompany  it  with  a 
condensed  report  of  other  interesting  facts  and  circumstan- 
ces, illustrating  its  condition,  management  and  prospects. 

9.  All  moneys  advanced  for  pay  patients,  or  otherwise

immediately  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  thereof.

1.  The  steward  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sure- 
lies,  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees,  in  the  penalty  of  three 
thou.sand  dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  fail lifuUy  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  pay  over  and  account  for  all 
moneys  that  shall  come  to  his  hands  and  belonging  to  the 
hospital,  which  bond  shall  be  executed  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  hos|)ital,  and  filed  in  his  office. 

2.  The  steward,  under  the  direction   of  the   superintend- 
ent, shall  purchase  furniture,  fuel,  stores,  implements   and  PurcUases. 
stock  for  the  farm,  and  all  other  necessary  articles,  and  shall 

be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  and  economical  use  of 
the  same. 

3.  He  shall  keep  clear,  methodical  and  exact  accounts  of 
all  purcliases,  of  all  receipts    and    expenditures    of  money, 
and  of  all  ctiarges  on  account  of  patients.     He  shall  exhib- 
it all  his  account  books  and  recent  vouchers  to  the  trustees,  Keep  vec 
at  their  weekly,  quarterly  and  annual  visits;  and    he   shall "'"'''' ^''* 
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furnish  a  quarterly  abstract  of  the  same,  both  to  the  treasur- 
er and  trustees,  on  ihe  first  days  of  February,  May,  August 
and  November. 

4.  Copies  of  all  accounts  which  become  due  to  the  insti- 
tution, shall  be  furnished  to  the  treasurer  monthly,  and  often- 
er,  at  his  request. 

5.  In  all  cases  of  purchase  and  payment  by  the  steward, 
he  shall  require  receipted  bills,  and  in  a  book  kept  for  the 
purpose,  shall  enter  the  same  with  all  moneys  received  from 
the  treasurer  or  other  sources,  and  at  the  weekly  visits  of 
the  trustees  shall  exhibit  the  same,  with  the  vouchers  "  ap- 
proved" by  the  superintendent. 

6.  No  order  of  the  steward  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer, 
unless  it  is  countersigned,  or  endorsed,  "  approved,"  by  the 
superintendent. 

7.  In  the  name  of  the  superintendent,  and  by  his  direc- 
tion in  each  case,  and  not  otherwise,  the  steward  shall  hire 
attendants  and  assistants,  and  agree  Avith  them  for  their  wa- 
ges ;  and  by  like  direction,  he  shall  dismiss  them  when  un- 
faithful, negligent,  or  incompetent :  and  shall  keep  and  set- 
tle their  accounts. 

8.  He  shall  constantly  observe  the  conduct  of  all  persons 
employed  in  subordinate  stations,  see  that,  in  all  respects, 
they  do  their  duty,  and  report  to  the  superintendent  any  in- 
stance of  negligence,  misconduct,  or  abuse,  that  he  may  ob- 
serve, or  of  which  he  may  be  informed. 

9.  Under  the  general  direction  of  the  superintendent,  he 
shall  attend  to  the  business  of  the  farm,  stock,  garden, 
ground,  fences,  and  out-buildings,  and  see  that  they  are  al- 
ways kept  in  good  order. 

10.  He  shall  also  assist  in  maintaining  the  police  of  the 
establishment,  shall  see  to  Ihe  opening  and  closing  of  the 
house  and  that  the  attendants  and  assistants  rise  and  com- 
mence business  immediately  after  the  ringing  of  the  morn- 
ing bell,  and  that  they  retire  in  proper  season  at  night ;  that 
the  bell  be  rung  at  proper  times  ;  that  the  fires  are  regularly 
kindled  and  extinguished,  as  directed,  and  that  the  warmth, 
cleanliness,  and  ventilation  of  the  house  is  attended  to. 

11.  He  shall  also  go  in  search  of  elopers,  shall  observe 
the  conduct  of  inmates  at  the  religious  and  other  meetings, 
and  at  all  times,  shall  exert  what  influence  he  can,  to  pro- 
mote the  comfort  and  recovery  of  the  patients. 

12.  He  shall  keep  the  account  of  the  clothing  of  the  male 
patients,  when  they  enter  and  leave  the  hospital,  and  see 
that  it  is  properly  marked  and  preserved  by  their  attendants. 

13.  He  shall  also  receive  visitors,  give  them  all  suitable 
information,  and  accompany  them  to  such  parts  of  the 
building  and  grounds  as  are  open  for  examination.

She  shall  be  accountable  for  their  clothing,  en- 
tering or  causing  to  be  entered  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  list  of  the  articles  brought,  and  see  that  they  are 
properly  marked  and  preserved  by  their  attendants. 

3.  She  shall  have  frequent  intercouse  with  the  female  pa-  devise  occu- 
tients,  devise  judicious  occupation  and  amusements  for  them;  P^usemelus 
attend  particularly  to  the  wants  of  the  sick;  and  in  every  for  patients, 
way,  endeavor  to  promote  the  comfort  and  recovery  of  all.

improvements,  kindly,  and  without  olfence. 
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CHAPTER  X. 

DUTY   TO    EACH   OTHER   AND   THEMSELVES. 

1.  In  the  first   place,  self-respect  is  enjoined  upon  all. —  fn-o^'g"'^ 
Each  one  is  responsible  in  his  or  her  department,  and  should 

be  ambitious  to  do  their  duties  to  entire  acceptance, 

2.  Their  dress  shall  always  be   neat  and  clean;  and  they  Dress  and 
shall  avoid  all  gross  or  vulgar  habits.     The  men  shall  not  man^ei-s, 
wear  hats  within  doors,  nor  go  in  shirt  sleeves.    None  shall 
indulge  in  loud  talkhig  or  laughing,  nor  use  profane  or  vul- 
gar language  ;  nor  play  at  any  game  with  one  another  ;  or 

with  patients,  excepting  at.  the  superintendent's  direction. 

3.  They  shall  treat  each  other  with  politeness  and  atten-  Treatment 
tion,  cherish  a  high  sense  of  moral  obligation,  and  remem-  of  each  other 
ber  that  a  calm,  cheerful  deportment  befits  their  employment. 


CHAPTER  XL 

DUTY   TO    THE    INSTITUTION. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  persons  employed  at  the  hospital  jyja„ner  of 
to  fulfil  their  engagements  scrupulously  as  to  time  of  service,  service. 
and  duty  to  be  performed,  agreeably  to  their  respective  con- 
tracts, and  no  one  shall  discontinue  service  without  giving 

at  least  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent 
or  steward. 

2.  The  attendants  and  assistants  shall  devote  the  whole  of  ^j^g^j.^^^.^ 
their  time  to  the  hospital.     They  shall  receive  no  compen-  vice, 
sation  besides  their  regular  wages  for  any  service  or  labor — 

nor  shall  any  officer,  attendant  or  assistant,  be  directly  or  in- 
directly interested  in  the  purchase  of  any  article  for  the  use 
of  the  hospital — nor  receive  any  present  or  gratuity  from  ^^jl^t^'^'J^*^^^ 
any  person  dealing  with  the  hospital ;   nor  from  any  patient ; 
nor  from  any  visitor — nor  sell  any  thing  to  a  patient. 

3.  The  attendants  and  assistants  shall  never  leave  the  hos- 
pital without  permission  from  the  superintendent,  or  a  resi- sinM-, °iow" 
dent  officer  under  his  direction,  and  shall  always  return  by  °''"""'^'^- 
nine  o'clock  in  the  evening,  unless  leave  be  expressly  given 

to  stay  out  longer  ;  application  for  leave  of  absence,  must 
be  made  several  hours  before  leaving. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  indispensable  duty  of  the  attendants  and 
assistants  to  secure  the  perfect  and  systematic  neatness  of  tnJoil.cX" 
the  hospital,  and  of  its  inmates.     For  this  purpose,  all  parts 

of  the  building,  and  all  furniture  are  to  be  frequently  in- 
spected, and  any  offensive  odor,  shall  be  evidence  of  neg- 
lect, or  want  of  timely  care. 

o.  The  attendants  shall  never  give  up  a  key,  nor  let  any  patieiuN 
person  into  the  halls  without  permission  of  a  resident  offi-  "su"'  **"" 
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cer  ;  and  no  male  allendant  without  such  permission,  sliall 
enter  a  female  apartment. 

6.  The  attendants  shall  see  that  the  doors  of  the  balls  and 
Tt^nlghu''^'^ rooms,  and  all  doors  connected  with  the   centre  building, 
are  locked  at  bed  time  ;  and  such  lights  shall  be  kept  through 
the  night  as  are  required  by  the  superintendent.     Visiting 
from  wild  to  from  onc  hall  to  another,  Avithout  business,  shall  be  deemed 
iTed.'*^'^**'"'*  a  violation  of  duty,  and  shall  not  be  practised  without  spe- 
cial permission  from  the  superintendent,  in  each  case. 


CHAPTER  XII.

DUTY    OF  ATTENDANTS   TO    PATIENTS.  . 

1.  The  attendants  shall  treat  the  patients  with  uniform  at- 
Manner  to  teutiou  and  rcspcct ;  greet  them  with  friendly  salutations 
patients.      ^^^  exhibit  such  other  marks  of  kindness  and  good-will,  as 

evince  interest  and  sympathy.  They  shall  speak  in  a  mild 
persuasive  tone  of  voice,  and  never  address  a  patient  coarse- 
ly or  by  a  nick- name. 

2.  On  rising  in  the  morning,  the  attendants  shall  see  that 
each  patient,  confided  to  his  or  her  care  is  washed,  hair 

ai  y  uties.  (^Qj^^gj^  clothcs  brushed,  and  that  they  are  decently  dressed 
for  the  day,  in  season  for  breakfast.  Attention  shall  also  be 
given  to  the  person  and  dress  of  each  individual  during  the 
day,  as  often  as  required  by  disorder,  or  want  of  cleanliness. 

The  beds  are  to  be  properly  aired  in  the  morning,  and 
well  made;  the  rooms,  balls  and  stairs  carefully  swept,  and 
the  floors,  walls  and  windows  washed  when  required. 

The  morning  work  shall  be  completed,  and  the  house 
ready  for  inspection,  in  every  part,  by  half  past  nine  o'clock^ 
from  April  to  September,  both  inclusive,  and  by  ten  o'clock 
during  the  rest  of  the  year. 

3.  The  patients  are  ever  to  be  soothed  and  calmed  when 
Mildness  en- irritated ;  encouraged  and  cheered  when  melancholy  and 
joined.        depressed.     They  shall  never  be  pushed,  colared,  or  rudely 

handled.  To  induce  them  to  move,  gentle  persuasive 
measures  only  shall  be  used;  Avhen  these  fail,  information 
shall  be  given  to  the  superintendent,  or  if  he  be  absent,  to 
the  assistant  physician,  or  steward. 

4.  When  attendants  receive  insult  and  abusive  language, 
Kindness  en- they  must  kccp  cool,  forbcar  to  recriminate,  threaten,  or  dic- 
joined,  ^^^^  jj^  ^j^g  lauguagc  of  authority.  Violent  hands  shall  nev- 
er be  laid  upon  patients  under  any  jjrovocatioyi,  and  a  blow 
shall  never  be  returned,  SufEcient  force  to  prevent  them 
from  injuring  themselves  or  others,  shall  always  be  applied 
gently.     Attendants  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  maintain  their 
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authority  by  kindness  of  manner,  and  dignity  of  deportment. 

5.  Attendants  shall  never  apply  any  restraining  apparatus  5^^^^^.^,;,,^ 
to  a  patient,  except  by  order  of  the  superintendent,  or  of  a 
resident  officer  under  his  direction, 

6.  One  attendant  shall  always  be  in  each  hall  with  the  pa- 
tients, and  shall  not  leave  under  any  circumstances  until  re-  J^^^^'^^  ^"' 
lieved.     Neither  shall  the  attendants  retire  to  their  rooms 

while  the  patients  are  in  the  halls,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
adjusting  their  own  clothes.  From  the  time  that  patients 
rise  in  the  morning  until  they  retire  at  night,  they  are  to  be 
constantly  under  the  supervision  of  the  attendants,  who  shall 
endeavor  to  keep  them  tidy  and  warm,  prevent  improper 
conduct,  bad  postures,  and  to  instruct,  comfort  and  amuse 
them  by  talking  to  them,  reading  to  them,  and  the  like. 

7.  At  meals,  one  or  more  attendants  shall  ahvays  be  present 

to  carve,  to  distribute  the  food,  and  to  see  that  every  one  has  se° ve'd.'"'^ 
a  proper  supply,  and  that  they  take  it  in  a  proper  manner. 

Care  shall  also  be  taken  that  no  patient  carry  away  a  knife, 
fork,  or  other  article  from  the  table,  and  the  knives  and  forks 
shall  be  counted  after  each  meal  to  prevent  any  being  lost. 

8.  Attendants  shall  never  place  in  the  hands  of  patients,  or 
leave  where  they  can  obtain  any  razor,  knife,  rope,  cord,  med-  Dangerous 
icine,  or  any  dangerous  weapon  or  article.     Neither  shalP'"*''"'"" 
they  deliver  any  letter  or  writing  from  or  to  a  patient  with- 
out permission  of  the  superintendent,  nor  retain  in  their 
possession,  any  writing  of  a  patient.     The  clothes  of  sulci-  suicidal, 
dal  patients,  and  every  dangerous  article  shall  be  removed 

from  their  rooms  at  night,  and  each  attendant  shall  always 
know  where  every  one  is  of  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

9.  When  patients  ride  out,  the  driver  shall  see  that  they  do 
not  leave  the  carriage,  nor  communicate  with  persons  casu- 
ally met,  nor  deliver  letters,  packages  or  messages,  nor  pro- coaciimau, 
cure  weapons,  tobacco,  or  any  other  articles.     He' is  not  to'ii'iy'" 
stop  and  do  errands  for  himself  or  others,  without  permission 

of  the  superintendent.  When  patients  walk  out  with  an  at- 
tendant, he  shall  keep  them  together,  and  observe  the  same 
rules  and  precautions  as  the  driver ;  he  shall  also  particu- 
larly avoid  going  near  rail-roads,  canals,  precipices,  rivers, 
wells,  machinery,  or  other  dangerous  places. 

10.  Attendants  shall  go  to  the  office  for  medicine  half  an 
hour  before  each  meal,  and  see  that  the  whole  is  taken  at  the 

time  and  in  the  manner  directed.    Each  cup  shall  be  marked  Me.iicine,

AVitli  the  patients  name,  and  to  prevent  patients  irom  lielpingaua  nivcn. 
themselves  to  medicine.  Within  one  hour  from  the  time  of 
taking  the  cups  from  the  oflice,  they  shall  be  cleaned  and  re- 
lumed. In  going  to  and  I'rom  the  office,  attendants  shall  not 
delay  in  the  passage,  nor  hold  any  other  conversation  than  to 
report  to  the  superintendent  or  assistant  physician,  changes 
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in  the  slate  of  the  patients,  which  they  are  always  to  do  im- 
mediately. 

.     11.  All  damages  done  by  patients,  and  all  their  wants  as  to 
damages' &c clothes  and   other  articles,  necessary  to  pnt  these  rules  in 
practice,  shall  be  reported  daily  to  the  superintendent,  stew- 
ard or  matron,  until  they  are  repaired  or  obtained. 

12.  When  patients  engage  in  controversy  or  any  improper 
Preserve  or-  or  excititig  topic  of  discourse,  the  attendants  shall,  in  the 

gentlest  manner,  interfere  and  check  them ;  should  other 
means  fail,  and  if  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  the  apartment 
cannot  otherwise  be  preserved,  one  or  two  of  the  loudest 
talkers  may  be  placed  in  their  rooms  for  a  short  time  ;  but 
in  such  cases  the  superintendent  or  assistant  physician  shall 
be  informed  immediately.  The  conduct  and  conversation 
of  patients  shall  not  be  spoken  of  to  visitors,  nor  reported 
by  attendants  when  abroad. 

13.  Attendants  shall  look  particularly  to  the  comfort  of  pa- 
speeiai  at-  ^ients  iu  their  special  charge,  visit  them  late  at  night  and  early 

in  the  morning,  in  speaking  to  patients,  of  the  officers,  they 
shall  inculcate  respect  and  confidence  in  their  management. 

14.  Every  patient  shall  be  in  charge  of  some  responsible 
individual  at  all  times,  unless  permitted  to  be  at  large  by  the 

Responsible  Superintendent.  The  person  who  takes  a  patient  from  one 
for  paiiems.  Qf  ^jjg  halls,  shall  be  responsible  for  their  safe  keeping  until 
returned  to  the  same,  or  entrusted  by  a  resident  officer  to 
the  care  of  another  person  ;  and  no  patient  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  go  out  of  the  wings,  except  in  conformity  to  the  di- 
rections of  the  superintendent. 

15.  Food   shall  not  be  carried  to  the  rooms  of  patients, 
fe°vtd!'°^    nor  shall  any  one  be  absent  from  the  regular  meals,  except 

in  case  of  sickness  or  high  excitement,  without  permission 
of  a  resident  oflicer. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

DUTY   or   THE   WATCHMAN. 

1.  The  watchman  shall  commence  his  services  each  night 
^me'of"sT.'  at  nine  o'clock,  when  he  shall  come  to  the  ofTice  for  such  di- 
"'''"''           rections  as  may  be  given  to  him  by  the  physicians  or  steward. 

After  ringing  the  bell  in  the  morning,  his  duty  shall  cease 
until  the  time  for  dinner;  after  dinner,  his  services  shall  belong 
to  the  institution  until  sunset,  when  he  shall  be  released  until 
9  o'clock.  During  his  terms  of  service,  he  shall  be  constantly 
awake,  faithful  and  vigilant  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

2.  He  shall  pass  regularly  through  and  around  the  hospital 
Manner  of    or  such  parts  of  it  as  he  may  be  directed,  for  the  purpose  of 

observing  all  occurrences,  attending  to  the  fires  during  the 
Highland  in  the  morning,  and  guarding  against  danger  there- 
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from.  Ill  his  walks,  he  shall  be  as  silent  as  possible,  and  when 
passing  through  or  around  the  house,  he  shall  have  no  light, 
except  in  a  lantern.  If  fire  is  discovered,  he  shall  immediately 
notify  the  officers  and  attendants,but  not  give  a  general  alarm. 

3.  He  shall  visit  such  of  the  male  patients,  at  their  rooms  dtiu",  hcl^' 
or  otherwise,  and  administer  such  medicines  as  may  be  di- 
rected, and  also  make  such  notes  of  the  nightly  occurrences 
as  may  be  required  by  the  superintendent. 


CHAPTER  XIV.

CHAPTER  XV.

1.  The  fireman  shall  have  charge  of  the  fires  in  the  steam- 
boilers,  used  for  heating  and  ventilation,  from  the  time  the  f»«s. &<=• 
morning  bell  rings,  until  the  watchman  enters  upon  duty  at 
night..  During  his  time  of  service,  he  shall  not  fail  to  be 
vigilant  in  attending  to  the  fires,  adapting  the  degree  of  heat 
to  the  external  temperature,  keeping  the  boilers  properly  sup- 
plied with  water,  repairing  any  damage  or  leakage  of  the 
pipes,  and  securing  the  systematic  neatness  of  the  ground 
story  of  the  building,  by  frequent  dusting,  white-washing,  &c. 

2.  He  shall  attend  to  supplying  steam  for  cooking  purposes,  steam  for 
when  requested  by  those  in  charge  of  that  department ;  and  *'""°'""^* 
shall  also  attend  to  the  pump  for  supplying  water  to  the  house,  pu^p. 
in  the  manner  directed  by  the  superintendent  or  steward. 

3.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  gas-works,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  gas,  keep  the  apparatus  in  order,  and  see  that  Gasworks, 
there  is  always  a  supply  on  hand. 


CHAPTER  XVI.

2.  No  company  shall  be  admitted  into  the  halls  occupied 
by  the  patients,  except  by  express  permission  of  the  super- 
intendent. All  other  parts  of  the  hospital  may  be  exhibited 
by  other  resident  officers,  under  such  restrictions  as  the  su- 
perintendent shall  direct. 

3.  Strangers  and  others  may  be  permitted  to  visit  the  hos- 
pital, with  such  restrictions  as  the  superintendent  may  pre- 
scribe, between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock,  and  12,  M.,  or  2 
and  4,  P.  M.,  daily,  except  Sundays.
